of that bleſſed Sacrament, as is plaig enough by the very words 
| uſed at the delivering'it., Now if any particular manſeem to 
theſe men to incline too much towards Popery in this point, that 
is nothing to our Common Prayer Book , the defence whereof is 
my onely task ; whatſoever therefore may be ſaid in any parti-

T* ſcope of this Chapter is to prove our Common Prayer 
Book unlawful, becauſe it hath the ſame name with the 
Popiſh Maſs book ; which that it hath, they prove thus in the be- 
ginning of the C hapter. 

The Service-book men, and the Papiſts do mutually inter- 
change the name of Liturgy and Maſs ; the later calling their 
' Mak by the name of Liturgy, and our men owning the name of 
Maſs to our Service Book, witnefs Pock/ington , Cozens, and 
Montague; in the name then is an unaminous agreement , If 
theſe men can beaſhamed of any thing, they may be aſhamed 
of this ridiculous caviling with our Common Prayer Book in this 
kind. If ſome men ſhould call them ſchiſmarticks, make-bates, 
ſowers of ſedition, rebels,& c. would they count this to be a ſuf- 
ficient argument, to cauſe them to be baniſhed our of our Land, 
or caſt ont of our Church? If they would think this hard meaſure 
againſt themſelves, where is their oy in dealing thus with 
others ? Here me thinks Dame equity the firſt of the Virgin 
daughters mentioned in their preface , is fouly vitiated , and fo 
there isa ſore blemiſh 1-id upon their unſported piety the mother 
hereof. Secondly, if this were — that the names were 
the ſame abſolutely in both, is the name enough to deltroythe 
thing? If they be offended (as many we knoware ) in the places 
of Gods worfhipamong us , as well as with the manner of our 
weelpovg there, they have the ſame argument for demoliſh 
ing of them; for Papiſts call their Churches as we do ours. If 
they be angry with St. Jade for ſpeakingagainſt raiſers uponthem 
that are in authority, they may as well cry down all be ſaith 
by this argument of the name, becauſe he hath the ſame with 
[{cariot the traitor. But being conſcious to themſelves (1 pre- 
ſume ) of the vanity of this argument (tnough perhaps ſome 
ſimple one may be ſeduced by it) they quickly flye from the 
nametothe thing, and rtell usthat for matter they are one.

T hat which is word for word out of the Popiſh Maſs book, , ut wat 
to be offered to God as a worſhip, but to be aboliſhed 4s abomination th 
him. But the Liturgy in controverſie ts (0, as hath been abandantly 
proved : Therefore ts nat to be «ffered,&c. 

To this we anſwer briefly, That which they here brag to be 
proved tothe full, we have by our anſwer ſhewed co be utterly 
falſe. Forif there be any thing in the Maſs not in ours, 7s abuny 
dantly there is, or any _ in ours not in theirs ,, then 1s nor 
ours word for word out of theirs. But both theſe we have al- 
ready ſhewed, and fo their argument is fully anſwered. Vainely 
therefore do they ſpend ſo many words following by feveral 
places of Scripture to prove that which no-m3n demes. And 75 
needleſs is their following Invecbve againſt the Maſs which we de- 
fend not; and to no purpoſe concerning this bulineſs , is thezr 
anſwering two texts of Scripture.uſed in defence: of the Maſs by 
the Papiſts, all which words helping onely to fill up their book. , 
and nothing touching our Common Prayer Book,l pals by. 

One onely thing more have I to- add concerning this-Chapter, 
that for the original of our Common Prayer book ,. wherezs- in 
this whole diſcourſe thereof , they ſeem to ſuppoſe thar we went 
tothe Maſs and no further,co frame a Liturgy from thence, this 
isa meer fancy of theirs, we follow the old. Liturgy before rhe 
Popiſh Maſs, but the truth is, when we hawing been a long time 
with the Maſs amongſt us, and other Idolatrous ceremonies very 
notoriouſly faulty in the worſhip of God , did according to'our; 
duties begin to reform our ſelves , we did onely ca{t off ſuch 
things as were inevitably offenſive, and did retain the reſt ; con- 
ce-wng which, whereas they tell us & mas gre 0 MANCY 
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lipion; wherein we departed no farther from chem chen chey had 
firſt departed from the word of God, allother things we ſtill re- 
tained, that they that would but reform notorious abuſes, mig 
ſtill retain fellowſhip with us. Secondly, they hereby declared 
fifficiently to all the world, that this alteration made,was neither 
out of hatred to them, or love of novelry, or fingularity, or any 
high conceit of any ay in fancies, or devices of our own þ 
brains above our forefathers, but would be content with what we | 
had from them , as farasit was confonant to the word of God , 
or not contrary to it. Thirdly, by this means they avoided com- | 
buſtion in Charch and State, making as little ſtir or noiſe as could 
bein the reformition which is always eſpecially ro be regarded 
by al) quiet ſpirits and lovers of peace inany change whatſoever. 
Fourthly , by this dealing they followed the Apoſtles rule by | 
ing their meekneſs, ſoftneſs and gentleneſs to all men, as is re- 
Phil.4-5. quired. So that army much of the Maſs book when we | 
caſt off Popery , was ſo far fromincogitancy, or any other ſcan- 
dal to be layed upon our forefathers, that we may rather admire, F 
or at leaſt muſt much commend their wiſdom, meekneſs, love of 
peace, and charitable deſire of converting others thereby, For j 
the concluſion then of this Chapter, wherein they brag ſo much | 
of ſucceſs, telling ns, That 
It will fall owt , avit td with the Scribes and Phariſes , emvying 
that the people ſhould follow” Chrift. Perceive ye not (ſay they) 
how ye prevail nothing ? the world is gone after him, Joh 12.19. Jt 
% 0 3n this caſe of the worſhip of Chriſt 8c. We ſball prevail ne- 
thing &c. 
fo this we need not anſwer any thing to them , the times (we 
humbly praiſe God for it) have anſwered for us , this book which 
was ſolong calt off, being now generally raken up again, and 
uſed withreverence, deyotion, and thankfulneſs to the Lord for 
itin the moſt principal places and moſt Cuurches of this Kingdom, 
ſo thatthe ſaying they cite there of the Phariſees and Scribes, may 
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CHA P. IV. 


Of the Matter. 


HE- they inveigh ag-inſt the Common Prayer Book in re- 
ſpe& of the matcer of it, telling us that 

The matter us partly falſe, partly ridscalouſly frivolous , yea and 
ſome part of it 1s not without a tintture of blaſphemy. 

. The firſt of theſe charges they go about to prove three ways, 
1ying, 

F - the general we lay down theſe three inſtances, In falſe or cor- 
rupt tranſlations of the word, adaditi ns to the word, and ſubſtratti- 
ens ,, all which the Service Bock, not onely allows , but injoyns ſub- 
ſcription to them. 

To theſe things we anſwer, firſt in general , that it is no ſuffici- 
ent plea againſt the book ro cry it down wholly , for ſome. parti- 
cular defeRs in it, but to defire rather to haye thoſe things amen- 
ded, then the whole book, ſo excellentin ſeveral reſpe&s, torally. 
to be aboliſhed, for ſome imperfeRions init. Secondly, to come 
to them more particularly, to the firſt of falſe tranſlations, we 
anſwer, 1. Thatif thatbe ſufficient for a particular place to re- 
jeRt a whole book or volum , what ſh-1l b:zcome of our Engliſh 
Bible in the [1ſt and beſt tranſl:tion that we have? for in thatwe 
ſhall find ſuch a tranſlation as no Engliſh man can make ſenſe of, 
namely Phil. 1.21, which words Ton agree with the Latine, 
which theſe men are ſo much againſt , for it is there YVivere eff 
mihi Chriſtns, to me to dyeis Chriſt, but r.either that Latinenor 
the Engliſh cn expreſs either the Apoſtles. meaning, or can in- 
deed be underſtood what they mean themſelves. They put the 
Greek verbatim into Engliſh, which the 1diome of our tongue 
cannot bear, and herein they reje&t Calvin, and Beza's, and 
7 anins, and Tremilixs tranſlations , and agree with the Vulgar 
Latine, yet no man wholly rejeRs this our new tranſlition, as 
containing falſe matrer, bur itis not unworthily eſteemed as one 
of the beſt tranſlations extant in any language. Agzin that 
word -e4::<,1 Cor, 11.29 isinboth our tranſlations rendred Dam- 
nation, which is neither according to the fignification of the 
* wordinitſelf, nor accordingto the Apoſtles meaning in that 
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place, for he provesthat which he faith there in the words fol- 
lowing , diredly mentioning temporal judgement , as werſ. 30. 
But Iwill not ſtrive to. defame our tranflations, as they do our 
Common Prayer Book by ſearching how many places are not ſo 
tranſlated as they ſhould be , but weve there more defeRts then 
there are, who could hereupon reject totally our Engliſh Bibles, 
astheſe do our Service Book, upon that ſcore of falſity in matter, 
through ſore imperfeRions inthe tranſlation? 

Secondly, then I paſs to the next particular which they cill a4- 
ditions. 

To add tothe word of God ingeneral, :s to propound any 
thing for Gods word, which is not ſo indeed, I grant to be abo- 
minable ; bur to add to any particular part of Scripture ſome 
words t:ken out of ſome other part of Scripture, is no addition 
tothe word of God, for it does not affirmany thing to be Gods 
word which is not indeed. Now of this kind are the additions 
they ſpexk, In P/alm. 14. the words in the end added, are not 
onely taken out of Gods word in ſeveral pl-ces,burt alſo all coile&- 
ed together by Saint Pal, and added to the precedent words in 
this Pſalm, :swe fee Rom. 3.13, 14,15, 16, 17, 18. neither are 
thruſt into the P/a/m by the compoſers of the © ommon Prayer 
book, ber are inthe old Latine Bibles whence thoſe Pſalms were 
tranſlated, and how reaſonably ard firly theyare there,our Bibles 
donote after the end of P/al. 14. where they ſhew why they 
are not put into our Bibles, For the next addition mentioned in 
Pſal.13. what is that buta concluding of that P/a/m , with the 
very words of <cripture alſo ? for the ſame expreſſion we find in 
ewo other Pſalmsnear adjoyning, viz. Pſal.7.17. & Pſal. 9.3. 

For the third addition itis an addition of their own making, not 
found in the book in that 24. Pſalm. 

W hereas therefore they ſiy laſtly, That they will not reckon dj. 
verſe additions more , they do well in that point, but they h2d 
done better if they had not reckoned this neither, unleſs there 
had been more truth in it, I alſo will add no more of this mar- 

. ter, but cometotheir next accuſation, which is concerning /#b- 
Prattions or omiſſions, And ther-in firſt they accuſe us for omir- 
ting the titles of diverſe Pſalms. Secondly, for omitting the 
words ( Praiſe ye the Lord) Thirdly, for omitting the conclafpon 

Sn ehe Lords Prayer. For which laſt , Firſt, if we took the Lords 

Prayer out of Zyke 11, we omit none of it, and why may we 
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notuſeir ſometime a$itioinonephace, ſometimeasir is iq ath6- 
ther 2 ſothat the cavil is onely for want of a better . f6r the' two 


former omiſſions, the book makes no omiſſion, bread 


Plalms as it found thenr in the tranſlations whence they were 
taken, Their 1:{t omiflion is, Leaving out many Chapters ans 
ſeme whole books unread for the Leffon, in the K al:nler appointed. 
But this {s not raking away any thing fromrhe word of God, ex- 
cept the book did profeſs, thar ir hath appointed the whole word 
of God to bere:d tor the Lefſons;bnt thts the book does ny 
it- 2ppoints ſuch parts of the word of Got to' be re:d ar ſuch 
rimes, and leaves the reſt to be read of the people privately. 
]he next thingis, the reading of che Apochrypha, very immetho« 
dicilly broughtin here, for char ſhould rather have come in as . 
mong the additions, then the omiſſions, yetit is not any addition 
ro the word of God, for weread it not as a part of Scripture to 
build our faith upon, or to eſtabliſhany dorire of divinity 
thereby,but for moral inſtruftion, thenif they ask zyhat need of 
that, the Scripture being ſufficient tor that alſo ? We anſwer, that 
we do it not as ſuppoſing defe& therein, but” becauſe theyare 
books written by holy men, and have been continually read pub- 
likely by the C hurch of God, in reverence thereto we thought 
not fit wholly to reject them, or caſt them out of our Church , 
but whereas they tell us here, That ſome things are appointed to be 
out of them which are utterly falſe : We tell them that is more then 
they can prove to be true; bur if any of them be to read any 
ſuck Chapter at any time, which he connteth not to be profitable 
to be read to the people, he may re:d one out of the New Te- 
ſtamenr inſtead of it : as Dre Sparke ſhews concerning this mat- 
ter in his brotherly perſwaſion to unity and uniformity, Chap. 10. 
whether for breviry ſake in this treatiſe, I refer any reaſonable 
man, adding onely thus much, that if thoſe and ſuch other ob- 
jeRtions ſeem' to any man not to be ſufficiently anſwered, yet 
they cannot make the book wholly to be rejeRed, but needfull in 

ſome particularsto be corrected and amended. 
The next thing they come, is the grand accuſation againſt E- 
iftles- and- Goſpels, which 1 preſume belongs' to. their ſecond 
head of frivolons things, for though they began” orderly wich 
the firſt particular of taffe matters , yet chey proceed ngtlo ; 
bac 1 muſt be forced ro' follow them as they - go-up ard- down 
from one thing to anocher, Concerning Epiſtles and Got- 
a _ pel 
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ls then they have; three weighty charges, with which they 
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us, 

we may [ubjoyn that profaning groſs abuſe of Epiſtles and Goſpels 
i which 97 = ” a _ remarkable occurrences, 7 
which there is no ground or _ but from the Maſs-book, Firſt, 

Theſe three remarkable things are. 1. That the Altsof the 
Apoſtles, and ſome books of the old Teſtament, are read for , and 
called Epiftles. 2. That we read not whole, Chapters , but ſcraps 
and ſoreds, as they diſgracefully call them, 3. That at the Epi- 
ſoles there is filence,ſutting, &C. at the Goſpels, ſtanding, ſcraping hows 
ing, and _—_— before and after. | 

To the firſt of theſe concerning the name of Epiſtles given to 
books, notſo called in Scripture. What great matter is this to 
- beſet out under thoſe words of profane and gro's abuſe ? For 
firſt we know,the old Teſtament is in the new ſometime called the 
Law and the Prophets, ſometimes che Law, Prophets,and Pſilms. 
Theſe ſeveral expreflions ſhew, that.the word Prophets is ſome. 
times largely taken for all the old Teſtament, except the five 
books of Moſes, ſometime more ſtriftly for the other books 
onely ; bur excluding the P/alms , why then alſo may not the 
word Epiſtles be ſometime taken generally for all the Scripture, 
except the four Goſpels, and ſometimes more ſtrifly, except the 
Ads, Goſpel and Revelation; and ſometime mo{ ſtritly for 
thoſe books which we commonly call th Canonicil Epiſtles ? ta- 
—- word in the two former acceptions, what hurr in calling 
all that we read for Epiſtles by the name of Epiltles, eſpecially 
. conſidering, ſecondly, that the whole Scripture is a letter or Epi- 
ſtle indicted by the Holy Ghoſt , and fo ſent from God by the ho- 
ty writers thereof 'nto the world , or more eſpecially to his 
Church, andthe fitneſs of this appellation they themſelves con- 
feſs , and tell us, The holy fathers ſpake ſo, onely they tell us, 
They [pake ſo in a different ſenſe from #« , which difference if 
_ had ſhewed we had either anſwered them, or yelded to 
them. 

To their ſecond accuſation, That owr Epiſtle and Goſpels are 
but ſcraps of Scripture , and never a full paſſage in them.. If by 
fall palſg he mean a whole Chapter, wedeſire to know why 
a whole Chapter muſt always be at once , and neither more nor 
leſs ? but -] pe a full paſſage they mean that we break off 


abruptly in reſpeR gf the matter read, then.any one may ſee 
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they do us notorious wrong, and the Book anſwers for it ſelf 
without my help. To avoid therefore the guilc of ſo foul a ſlan- 
der, I am willing to take themin the fofmer ſenſe, but muſt with- 
al tell them, that ſo they may as well accuſe all our by 
this groſs abuſe, and ſay we preach not upon the Word of God, 
but upon ſcraps and ſhreds of it, and that leſs ſhreds too then the 
other , few Texts being half rhe length of the very ſhorteſt Epi- 
ſtles we have. But why either our Texts, or Epiſtles, and Goſpels, 

ſhould be thus taxed, | ſee not, the diviſion of Chapters not be- 

ing Canonical, but made according to humane wiſdom and dif- 

cretion: Of this therefore no more. 

I come tothe third charge, which is concerning Silence, Sit- 
ting, Bowing, &c, To which TI muſtfirſt tell them, That this comes 
in very unſeaſonably in this place, this belongs rather to the ridi- 
culous manner of our Service, then rothe matter ot it, buttheir 
want of method I muſt needs piſs over many times, lelt my Book 
ſhould grow too big. 

Secondly, I _ tell them ag1in, that the Book appoints none 
of theſe things they here inveigh againſt , therefore if thoſe 
things were as bad indeed as They would make them, allthis 
were nothing to purpoſe againſt the Book , which they pretend 
onely to write againſt. Nevertheleſs, being in many paſlages 
they labor to diſgrace our Church what they can, as well as the 
Book they write againſt ; I would, if chey would come to parti- 
culars, aſſay to anſwer all , and asfar as I can by theſe general 
o—_—_ Sat their meaning, 1 will briefly anſwer them. It hath 
been the cuſtom on ago in many Churches, to ſtand upatthe 
Goſpel, andit was alſo uſual at the naming of the Goſpal to ſay, 
Glory be totheeO Lord ,, andafter the end of the Goſpel, to ſay 
Thanks be unto God, Theſe | preſume are the things they aim at 
(forthe bowing at the name of Jeſus, wzs, and isas much uſedin 
all partsof Service and Sermon, as of the Goſpel.) Tothe other 
three therefore, as proper tothe Goſpel, 1 dead ſpeak: And 
firſt tothe tanding wp: We know many men at the naming of the 
Text, and many tunes inthe Sermon will ſtand up, not onely for 
their eaſe, butto hearken the more attentively : Why then isir 
not as lawful ſo to do at the Goſpel? We know ſtanding po 
we hear one beginning to ſpeak to us, does both ſhew reſpe& to 
what is ſpoken, and a readineſs to receive what is ſpoken-wil- 
lingly and chearfully : By Rtandingup thenat the reading of the: 


; Goſpel,, 


Luke 2. 
13, 14, 
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Goſpel, we ſhew our gladneſs and readineſs toreceiveit, and 
whar prophanenefs or grand abuſe. can be in this.? Then for ſy- 
ing, Glory. be to thee, O ;Pord. We know when the Angel firſt 
brought word of our Saviours birth, the Author of the Gofpet; 
there were- preſently with him a mulritude of Heavenly Angels, 
ſiying, Glory be toGod on high, If the Church then in memory 
hereot, do. at the naming of the Goſpel ufe pt of that Angeh- 
cal Hymn, what grand abuſe is chis ? when our-Saviour firſt 
came into the world , this was the Angels praiſing God, and 
when we hear mention made of the Goſpel, which declares and 
preacheth theſe glad ridings to us, with the benefits coming to us 
thereby, we do with like words grve glory to God the Son , and 
we are counted prophane for it. Laſtly, when we have heard 
ſome of the Goſpel read, which publiſherh theſe things to vs, ws 
preſently give thanks wo God for Gin Now whart ſuperſtition or 
prophane abuſe there is in this ſtanding and reſpond, as they 
= it, before, at and after the Goſpel, lerany indifferent man 
judge. 

Now upon theſe their grievous complaints, they flee to the 
Parliament as ſupream Fudges to vindicate this diſhoner done to God - 
Which how 1t can ſtand with the loyalty mentioned in their 
Preface ; or with the ſubſcription which they have, or ſhould all 
have ſubſcribed, if they be rightly Miniſters, and Orthodox, as 
they pretend to be , let them fay , who acknowledge the King 
ſupream Judge in all Cauſes, and over all Perſons. Laſtly, Where- 
as they ſy in the end of this SeRtion, That the diſcovery of ſome 
evil in the Apocrypha condemns our Common Prayer-Book for ap- 
pointing it tobe read. 1 anſwer, It follows not, except it did ap- 
point thoſe Books to be read as parts of Canonical ccriprure, 
which we know it does not. This for the grand abuſes in general 
in Epiſtles and Goſpels. | 

Now we muſt with them to particular untruths by them charged 
upon us, bidding us to 

Look npen that epregionſly abuſed place, or Chriſt abuſed by onr 
dealing with that place, namely Revel.12. 1. Michael and bis An- 
gels fought, &c. which words the Beok appoints for the Collett, they 
mean the Epiſtle for Michael day ; where they make Chriſt by miſ- 
applying the place, a created Angel. | 

Here they make much ado to prove Michael to be Chriſt, 
which being granted them with ſuch ado, their accuſation isne- 
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yer the traer, nor our Cauſe ' or Book the worſe, The read 

the Epiſtle on Michazlmas day, in no ſorg makes Chriſt a Ry 

Angel; butthe keeping of Michaelmas day as we keep it, is one 

ly in memory of Michael ( or Chriſt if they pleaſe) who is 

calledan py 3.1. Whowith all hiscreated holy Angels, 
{ 


fought againlt the Devil and his Angels. Wecall Chriſt an Angel, 
ſodoes the Scripture, bur it calls not a created Angel, no more does 
our Book, nor we ; butin _—_— of that victory of that A. 
chatl and his Angel, we keep that day, praiſing God forit; and 
ſo read that part of Scripture which relates it. 

Secondly, They tax rhe words inthe latter end of the Bene- 
dicite , but to no purpoſe, if that were the Song of the Three 
Children we do not know ; we do not now exhort them three to 
priſe the Lord, bur ſing their ſong in memory of them, and 
their miraculousdeliverance. W hen we read Davids Pſalms, we 
do not in many of them pray for the things that he inthoſe Pſalms 
prayed for. 

The third particular here, is aclauſe or ſentence inour Burial 
of the dead; for which very parricular, I refer the Reader to Dr. 
Sparge, in Chap. 12. pag.62. where thatm tis expreſly hand- 
led; and where | know another man hath anſwered anything, 
ro avoid prolixity, I faynorhing. Next then comes their Syllo- 

ifm. 
, T hat which is mans device, and hath been an Idol in Gods wor- 
ſhip, muſt of neceſſity be ſo ſtill : But the Ceremonies mentioned in 
the Service-Book,, have been Jdels in Gods Worſhip, as Croſs, 
Swrplice, &-c. trgo, They muſt be Jaols ſtill in the worſhip of 
God. 

To thisT anſwer, Firſt, The Propoſition 1s falſe ; their proof 
is from ſome few particulars to a general, which whoſoever h:th 
the leaſt ſmarch of Logick in him, knows to be nothing worth... 
We may by this rule as well demoliſh our Churches and Ch-p- 
pels; nay ſomewhat more may be ſaid ag1inſt chem, then our 
Surplices ; for the very particular individuz! Churches which we 
now have, have been abuſed to Idolatry, which our particular 
Surplices have not : And fo the Minor alſo is faulry, namely, 
our'Crofſſes, Surplices, and particular Ceremonies, which we 
now uſe, have never been Idols atall: And fo we deny, and have 
proved their laterPropoſition alſo falſe, which they tell us none 
can deny, For the other ſuppoſed abu'es in the Sacraments, in 
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the Churching, the Confirmation, &c. I refer the Reader again 
to Dr. Sparge to ſatisfie all, Next they tell us. ; 

We would not have the Lent Faſt fergotten, which the Patrons of 
onr Liturgy mak? a Religious ay uſing places of Scripture by 
1/-application of Scriptures, as foel 2.12, AMatth.6.26, & 4.10, 
2 Cor.0. 2, 

This Lent Faſt which they would not have forgotten, no mote 
would I. For the abuſing the places of Scripture mentioned by 
them, if they did particul :rly thew wherein the ſuppoſed abuſcs 
conſiit, I would anſwer them more parcicularly ; but howſoever 
ſuppofing they count the Scrip:ures which ſpeak of Faſting, to be 
abuſed by being read in Zent, which is not a Religious bur a Po-z 
lirick Faſt, as they ſeem to ſay. | anſwer, that the Lent is in- 
deed by our Laws, and the Kings late Proclamation a Politick 
Faſt , nevercheleſs, if any man —_— our Lent according to 
Law, by abſtinence.from fleſh totally, do alſs by temperance, 
and an abſtemious and ſpare diet all that time, and by abſolute 
Faſting ſomerime in the Zexr, Keepa Religious Faſt, by ſubduing 
the fleſh, by Mortification and Repentance , more then ordin:- 
ry humbling himſelf before God : This man as he ſhews himſelf 
in that reſpe&t a LoFal Subject by the former, ſo he does the duty 
of a good Chriſtian by the liter, plexſing God by both , for his 
better help and affiſtance then inthe later, the places of Scripture 
which he ſhall hear read in the ume of Lent, are uſeful and bene- 
ficial ro him, Neither do we incline to Popery in this Religious 
Faſting, nor approve of their ſuperſticious Faſt, nor Faſt in imi- 
tationof them; for they that do celebrate ſuch a Relipious Faſt 
in the time of Zenr, rake not the example of the Papiſts to fol- 
low therein, buc of the antient Chriftian Church, which did fo 
faſt many years before Popery was hatched. This Religious Faſt 
therefore, though we preſs not as by Law required, yet may we 
fafely and profitably perſwade to, and preach and read concern- 
ingit, from the example of the C hurchin former times. 

Laſtly, In this Chapter they come to that which they call Fop- 
peries and fooleries in owr Book, : Touching alſo again upon falſe 
Tranſlations , that they may be ſtill like themſelves, obſerving 
no method or order in any thing : Buttothe point having an- 
ſwered already, I come with them to their fooleries. 

What can be ſaid for thoſe T autologies and Battologies uſed in the 
Service- Book, as Lord have mercy upon us, Chriſt have mercy, o 

condemne 
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condemned Matth.6.7, And by and by, One foppery more, that wu- 
tual ſalutation between Prieft and People, intheſe words, The Loyd 
be with a ; And withthy ſpirit. Lait of all they conclude thus , 
T ritenhemius wrote a Book, upon Dominus Vobiſcum, in which are 
many fruitleſs queſtions, widfe we are ſure the thing it ſelf is fruit- 
leſs. 
"i it bea yain Tautology to repeat thoſe words a few timesin 
praying to God, what will they ſxy to the Prophet Dara, for re- 
peating the ſame words' ſo aften in praiſing God ? namely P/al. 
118, the ſame words five times ; and Pſal. 136. the very ſame 
words twenty {ix times more. 

Next for the Salxtation, as they call it. Tanſwer it is no'fool- 
iſh ſalutation, as they would have ir,” bur a mutual praying of the 
Miniſter and people each for other ſeverally, before pl bum 
joyntly to pray the prayers following altogether: And in no 
ſort canthisbe unlawtul, or fooliſh, or unfitting, butrather very 
fic and convenient foreach other hereby to expreſs their mutual 
charity ; without which, none of their enſuing prayers can be 
either pleaſing unto God, or profitable to themſelves. Firſt 
therefore the Miniſter 'to ſhew his charity, -prays to God to be 
with the people in their prayers, that they may with heart and 
voice, faith and fervency pray to God the prayers following , 
then they pray the like for him, onely emphatically they mention 
his Spirit, as moſt defiring Gods affiſtance of it, Thus praying 
charitably each for other, they do all joyntly and morennani- 
moully pray alcogether, reſting upon that promiſe of our Saviour, 
Matth.1S. 19. 

Laſtly, To conclude this Chapter , whereas they do in the laſt 
place, by a quirk conclude this to be a fruitteſs ſalutation, be- 
cauſe ſuch a man hath made miony fruitlef queſtions about it. This 
is as ridiculous an Argument, as to fay alſo,” Thar our Liturgy 
muſt needs be evil, becauſe theſe men have made fuch an evil dil- 
courſe about it.

be frivolous and fooliſh, neither cin the Major be granted , ex- 
cept the denomination of falſe, frivolous, and fooliſh, be gi- 
ven to the whole book or matter from the greater part of it; 
which granting all they have ſaid for true ( how falſe ſoever we 
know it is) yet cannot that denomination be juſtly given to the 
book , and 1o it does not follow:that it may not be uſed in Gods 
ſervice. 

So now having anſwered all they haye ſ2id in this Chapter alſo, 
I muſt now come uporr'a little to queſtion their piety again; for 
ſome words in this Chapter, they ſay thus; 

It 1s true we bave left out the Saints in our Liturgy; that Was too 
groſs; but had the Laudenſes got their colours fixed, ere this the Le-

Concerning whichco paſs by that title which they give in ſcorn 
te afl that are nor of their ſtampe, paſſing that by, I muſt take 
notice of their charitable cenſure here ,.accufing all thoſe they 
miſlike of an intention of bringing praying to Kints into our 
Liturgies and Letany. Is this any Chriſtian charity ? If this cen» 
fure argue no charity, as | preſume no manwill fay itdoes ; cha- 
rity by their own words in their Preface , Being one of th: four 
virgin daughters of wnſpotred piety ; their piety muſt be either 
very much ſpottedin bringing forth ſuch a Charity, or elfe very 
barren in bringing forth virgin dughters, having brought 
forth neither loyalty nor ſobriety, as we, have ſhewed already, 
nor charity as appeared before,and now again is evident ; fo that 
if Dame LOR come not forth at hf to ſave her mothers 
credit, little unſported piety will be found in theſe Unmaskers, if 
we examine them by their own principles. Of their equity there- 
fore I ſhall ſpeak alſo in due place; In the mean while having

ly falſe-in all the particulirs, Firſt for that Bete firſt mentioned, 
of the Miniſters change of voice'; the book appoints/no flich 
change, nor bids him ſay any thing at. af ſoftly, but vn pits 
him in mind, ſometime of ſpe3king out that he may be heard of 
all, but not one word or ſyll: ble is there in the Book romove 
him toſpexk any thing otherwiſe then with anaudible voice, the 
thing then he layed ro our charge being wholly falſe, weneed ſay 
nothing to the forged reaſon hereof; | oniely let me asK'what 
Charity or Equity there can be in rhis dealing? TInſtexd of Equity 
and Charity herein, what canitbe but extream unjuſtice and ma- 
lice both to- forge ſuch an accuſation againſt us, that they may 
fainſuch a reaſon: of it as is far-worſe then the ting it ſelf? If

Their ſecond exception againſt the Miniſter , we havein theſe 
words.

Thirdly, they complain that The Prieft ſajes ome\vhat in the 
Church, ſomewhat in the Chancel, getting himſclf- from the people as 
far as be can,&c. 
 TothisagoinIfiy, there is no ſuch thing by the book appoin- 
ted, nor isthe Miniſter bound to perform any p:rt of the Ser. 
vice in the Chancel, but at the communion, ror then neither ex- 
cept the table ſtand there, nevertheleſs, if any Miniſter reading 
that part of the Service which belongs tothe Communion, do 
uſe to go to that table toread it, if they can make any particular 
excepiions againſt it, they tharuſe itwill beable roanſwer them, 
but howſoever, moſt unexcuſable are they that blame our book 
for thar, which, beir better or worſe,the book enjoyns notat all. 
This for the firſt head of. their exceprions. againſt che Miniſters 
m-nner of Service. G 

Ia the ſecond place comes the wwmannerly handling of the nut- 
ter. Firſt they have many ſoort Calletts,&c. | 
T his unmangerly dealing, they branch out. into three panticu-

Girles cutting cloth to pieces, and of an Ambaſſador. 

We anſwer, firſt to all in general , concerningunmannerlineſs 
in Gods ſervice, let them ſhew what of manners in particular 
there'is, or what pert of good manners we offend againſt,cither 
toward God or man, in any thing we follow the book in, and 
they ſhall be particularly ſatisfied ; In the mean time let the 
world judge, whacheriche not more rudeneſs, unmannerlineſs, 
and incivility to wear their hats in time of DivineService,to ſit or 
loll or lean unreverently this way or that way, neither ſtanding 

© norkneeling in the very time ot przyer, then to go reverently 
and civilly out of the Desk to the Communion table, Secondly, 
ro the particulars, 1.What is the hurt in ſhort prayers? much 
good and conveniency we ſee therein, when divers perſons com- 
ming into the Church intime of prayer , when one ſhort prayer 
is ended , they can preſently at the beginning of the next joyn 
with the Congregation, and fo goon with all the relt to the end, 
2. For the better ſtirring up and inciting the peoples too too dull 
hearts and minds,by putting them oftenin mind of what they are 
or ſhould be all abour, it is not onely not amiſs, but needful to 
call _ them, with Let # pray, when any wandring or ſtragg- 
ling thoughts have averted their minds. 3. lorthe anſwering 
of the people, it isſuch an eſpecial means to keep from drow(ſi- 
neſs, duineſs, and to rouſe up their ſpirits and affeQions to be 
wholly occupied inthoſe ſacred duties they are about, :s nothing 
can be more. And wherezs they talk of the peoples interrup- 
cing the Miniſter by their ſaying with him, or rats him, it is 
fo tar from interrupting or hindring his devotion, that itdoes 
comfort him, encourage him, and elevate his heart and ſpirit to 
hear his Congregation with one heart and voice,as it were joyn- 
ing with him, - and anſwering to him in his heavenly devotions, 
So that as David ſaid, fo every faithſul Miniſter that deſires the 
peoples good ashis own mult necefarily, heartily rejoyce in hear- 
ing that concent of the people with him in prafing God, or pray- 
ing unto him, and happieſt are thoſe Miniſters which have ſuch 
Congregations, I grieve for the want of it. 

Jn the next place come their ſimilitudes , but all men p 
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that ſimilicudes prove nothing, they may illuſtrate a thing ,vvhen 
ficly and rightly applied, burprove they cannot. And are 
foch as do not that , the firſt as being anidle ching init ſelf, ſo is 
nothing to our purpoſe, or reſembling the buſineſsin hand : The 
other which ſeems to hit the nil on the head, does not hurtus, 
For though ic be nor fit or ordinary when an Ambiaſſ:dor is de- 
livering his meffage, for his attendants by,co meddle to ſpeak any 
thing, they nor knowing, what his embaſſage is, nor being con- 
cerned init; yetto make ſome reſemblance berween the caſe of 
an Ambaſſador, and this of ours, if the Ambiffador were to 
treat of ſuch a buſineſs, wherein the conſents of all preſent 
were neceſſary to be expreſſed rothe King to whom he ſpeaks, 
and he ſhould deſire to hear i: , then what unfitnes were itfor 
the people at ſuch and ſuch ſer periods, ro ſpeak fuch words as 
ſhould be appointed to expreſs their hearts that way ? This is the 
ciſe in the Viniſters and Peoples prailing God, andpraying to 
him : But cheſe being no p oots, I paſs hence, and come to the 
laſt thing in chis Chapter, which is this Syllogiſm. 

T hat worſhip of God, which for Name, Original, Matter,” aud 
Manner, ts naught all over, us not tqbe ſuffered, head nor tail, but 
wholly to be caſi ont of Geds houſe : But the Liturgy us ſuch a wor- 
ſhip, c. Therefore it us to be caſt ont. 

To this the anſwer is plain ; the falſiry of the Minor in all the 
particulars hath appeared by this my —_ I hope fufficiently , 
And ſo I might finiſh this Chapter, but for one wonder which 
hereia they make,and 1 am willing to ſatisfie them therein ; hey 
propound their minde thus. | 

To ſhut up the point, one thing we cannot but wonder at, why the 
Popiſh, Prelatical Prieſts, do admit the common people a ſhare in ſay- 
ing of Service, who will nt have the people in any caſe to try, much- 
leſs to judge of the Dottrines of their Teachers. ; 


The caſe is plain enough, becauſe many-men may be fit for one 


thing, which are not fir for another, Iris anexſier thing to joyn 
with others in the Worſhip and Service of God for matter and 
manner once rightly inſtitured and appointed, then to know how 
thus to order ſuch a Service, forthe glory of God andpood of his 
Church : All cherefore are bound roido the one,” few 2ble, 4nd 
ſo few ſuffered to do the other.

For Sit They tell us that ' Aimifters which are poweny 
men, and'bad workmen, and noworkmen, are all hurt by the Common 
Prayer Bok. 

And firſtthey inſtance in-the laſt of theſe, thus : 1/here Mini- 
fers ſhould be apt toteach, Cc. this Bock, ſettles ſuch blind fellyws 
; 40mg can neither feed nor lead. 

-To-thisthe anſwer isplain, the Book appoints nor at alkwhart 
Miniſters we ſhall have ſecled-in Churches, bur what they fhall 
do that are ſerled 'in them. And if we hve any.ſuch as they 
'here ſpeak of, and call them dumb dogs, ſaying, Sir Johns, cc. 
:Thefe ate nor burr, nor the Churches = have cthem,hurt , bac 
'betiefired by che Common Prayer-Bodk  , for hereby rhe rhac 
"can do no other good, yet are forced ro do fome,byTeading char 
Book. duly to and among the people, for by thatreading , the 
'ignorant people are inſtructed by the Word of Godread'to them, 
according to the Book : They have alſo 'a Conteflion of Faith, 
the Ten Commandmeris, the Lords: Prayer, \by tiread- 
+ Ing, taught them, with mdiy other excellent and Priyers; 
ereby they call upon God bly'robisWord, 'wherewith 

* they praiſe God with Sorigs and Hymms in this Book, which with- 
* out it, they cold riot telb how todo. +480 then all ho'bad/Mimi- 
'fters, wherher ho Preachers or bad: Prexchers, are albhetped dy 
this Book, "thoſe" that cannot preach-atall;if anyfuch bdenow, 
od by reading; theſewhich are evil Preachergandcould do 
"nothing bur fare (if any uct chero'be) by idle and ſenſelels 
'Prayers, 'and erronedus: DoQritie which they preach:andimake 
* thtrpfelves, whiebeliey woulddo oncly, fhallby reduling che Book 
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do fome good, both to th-miſclves and orherg. Then for the 
good Miniſters, which they divide into two fortsſome Conformfs 
to whom the Bock they (ay 1s a burthen , ſome Non-Confarmsſts, which 
for this Bok are ſufferers. I anſwer, the firſt are nor hure by the 
Book, but by their own erroneous Conſcience, which makes that 
a burthen to them, which of it ſelf 1s no ſuch chjng : For the 
other which «re ſufferers tor their diſobedience, it is cither their 
weakneſs, ortheir obſtinacy which cauſes them to luffer, and not 
the Common Prayer-Book ; which is at the moſt but a remote 
Canſa fine qua non; Of their ſufferings, if they ſuffer onely for 
refuſing chat, elſe 1: is nor ſo much : And 1 believe there are few 
ſufferers, if ny arall, wiuch haye had nofault but non-confor- 
mityto the Book laid to their charge , this for the Miniſters then 
is nothing, Secondly, they tell us rh: Ordinances ſuffer by this 
Boock,, namely, Preaching is hindred by it ; but this experience 
ſhews to be otherwiſe, no Toleration being given to negleR 
preaching for re:ding the Book ; but where itis moſt punctually 
obſerved , Sermors are as good, though perhapsnot ſo long, as in 
thoſe places where it is neglected , and we know it is notthe 
length of the Sermon that makes the people edifie, but many 
times the utitolerable tediouſneſs thereof, makes many evenſhun 
them, rather then frequent them. Neither do any of us eſteem 
more of the Service-Book (as. they accuſe us) then of preaching 
in genefal; but to eſteem:more of the ſet Prayers made by the 
moſt Judicious Fathers,and by Law eſtabliſhed, and of the Word 
of God truly and plainly read, then of ſuch ex rempore Prayers 
and Sermons, as many of. the enemies of the Commog Prayer- 
Book make ſometimes , no man that underſtands himſelf, and 
the Word of God, can poſſibly torbid,” without marifeſt impiety-: 
And that ſuch Prayers and Sermons are not more properly Far- 
dels of mens devices, then the Liturgy which bath ſo mueh of the 
ſincere Word of God in it, nore»fonable man canſiy. . Then 
for thoſe words in the Canon, which they alledge of Divine Ser- 
vice and Sermon, they do not in theleaſt fort make preaching no 

art of,-or a lefſer'pyzg,of Gods ſervice then reading and praywg, 
king in helono n for che ordering of the: peopley they 
ſpeak in the peoples language, whetein it is uſual 40 ſay Service 
and Sermon : So thathzid they ſaid onelyDivine Service, and-ngt 
added Sermon, ſome -wanld have excluded the Sermon trom þbe- 
ing mderftood in the Canon; burthe Canon-to ſhow tha we 
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efteem of Sermons as well as of Service, appoints the ſame reye- 
rence to be uſed in the one, thatis in the other. This cavil there- 
fore is moſt idle, | 
Thirdly, They ſpeak of evil effeits of our Liturgy «pon the 
people. 
' And herein firſt they tell us of an evil effelt rhe Bock hathupon 
the La'v, becauſe ſome have been puniſhed for not reading the Book. 
contrary to Law: 
Which I anſiver to thus : If this were true, it is meerly acci- 
dental to the Book, and partly the f-ult of diſobedient men, and 
partly of unjuſt Judges. Bur if the A for the obſerving that 
Book be well looked into, they ſhall quickly ſee, that the offences 
m this kinde have not been puniſhed beyond the rigor of the 
Eaw, burhaverather had more favor then the Law allows : For 
the Statute is platn, That whoſoever ſhall preach or ſpeak any thing 
#n the derogation or depraving of the ſaid Book,, or any thing therein 
contained, or any part thereof, and ſhall be convitt thereof, Cc. ſhall 
forfeit all his Spiritual Promotions coming or ariſing in (ne whole 
year. How would theſe fellows.ſtorm if Nis AR were put in exe- 
cution ag: inſt them ! 
But to proceed, they tell us next, 7 hat this Boob affronts Re 
Agian ; and herein they ſpend m1ny words in nothing but un- 
riſtian and unhumane railng, telling us, That many good peo- 
Ple have ſuffered, &c. Which diſcourſe, how horribly f le ſoever 
u'de, yet is to no purpoſe, if ſuppoſed true; for whatſoever 
men have ſuffered for ſeditious and rebellious words.and «Rong, 
they would here make the icnoranc people believe, hath been 
wholly- for- net conforming to the Book., jult like the Papiſts, 
"who whena Jeſuite or Prieſt is put to death for Treaſon, ſay, He 
is martyred here for his Religion. | 
They telus next, That many people have been defir1yed by bring 
Brought in ignorance hereby : - Which is ſo falſe and impoſlible, as 
nothing more ; the Common Prayer-Book, if well obſerved and 
uſed, hach enough in it to ſhew any man the way to everlaſting 
:Bfe; by the Scriptures read, and-fuch Co eflions of Faichasare 
| to falyation ; and ſuch Prayers, Wit faichfully prayed, 
and mercifully granted , we ſhall be happy enough in chts world 
for a time, and perfeM happy in the world to come, for eyer 
andeyer. Lead acwrer 6 ſide, many of their magnified 
Sermons fillpoor fouls with-Errors, Herefies, and DoQtrines of 
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Devils, inciting and moving men to Rebellions, Murders, Trea” 
ſons, and the moſt dammable vittinics that everHath been com- 
micted in onr Land, 2s the murdering our late King, and many 
other horrid aQt in che late times commirred.

The fourth kinde of evi/ effe&; follows, namely, againſt God 
himſelf, which they tell us of, are theſe two. Feaſtival days to 
Saints, and kneeling at the Communion. Theſe I conteſs areright- 
ly laid rothe charge of the Common Prayer-Book, which nothing 
elſe in all this Chipter. is; bur both theſe things we defend as 
good and lawful : For that the < hurch of Ged hath nor power 
to #ppoint'and ſet apart ſome days to be kept holy to upon 
p-rnicular occaſions, is a fincy againſt the gener:lity of their own 
parties opinion and praCtice, as well as againſt-thetruchir ſelf : 
For did not they continually inall theſe lare years, in-which they 
had all the ſway in their own hands, and all others but meer ſlaves 
to them, did-notthey, I ſay, ſer aparr more days to keep holy in 
their raign, - Is. Ar Humiliztion, &c, then ever were 
appointed before (except in ſome time of Pl: gue) in tive times ſo 
many years? Andas their pratſe -was-then, ſo-their judgment 
was before, none of them ever queſtioning: the hwfulnek of 
keeping the Fifch of November for a day of Thankſgiving, or che 
&#1ys of Faſting for Prayer and Humiliation inthe times of Peſti- 
lence, or any other grievouscalamity. Neither dothe two pla- 
ces quoted by cham, Gal. 4. 10. C«/: 2. 16. anything touch our 
holy days; for they forbid northe Chriſtian Churches co appoior 
any particular holy days, as they ſhould ſee. cauſe', but forbid 
Chriſtians to be in bondage to the Jewiſh Feaſtivals, being bor 
fhadowsof thingsto come at firſt , and fo ending with. the Sacri- 
fice of Chriſt the Subſtanee. 

For the ſecond thing, Kneeling at the Communion; they would. 
prove itto be Jablatry thus : 

T 0 adore in, by, or before a Creature reſpetively, with relation to- 
the Creature, 1s Idolatry. 

But to kneel at the Sacrament, is ſo to adore: Therefore it is 
Idelatry. | , 
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In this Syllogiſm we deny the Minor, as having go truth in it 
we do no oth&wiſe adore, then we do always at Prayer, andin 
the a& of delivering and ay op. dp Sacrament weare in pr; 
er, joyning in our hearts with the words of the Miniiter pray- 
ing eo God, Thatthe Body and Blood of our Lord Jeſus © hriſt 
may preſerve our bodies and ſouls unto Everlaſting Life. And 
being thts in Prayer unto God, no action is ſo fitung as kneel- 
ing.

then that God will not hear the Prayers inour Liturgy, they 
would prove by this ,, That they are nit accerding th Gods will. 
Which chey ſuppoſe, they have proved by all thattbey h ve ſud 
in this Book. , This if they havenotproved, bur all thcir Argy- 
mentsto that purpoſe, have been-by me ſufficiently anſwered and 
confuted , then is this laſt Argument nothing worth. Whether 
therefore ofthe two is true, tetthe Reader fadoe. and 1 will ſay

any prayer at all before their Sermons , finding no precept or * 


example of Chriſt or his Apoſtles in” that kind in all the Serip- 
care? | 


This may ſuffice for the matter of all this Chapter , the ricle 
whereof is , of three motives, but we have hicherto mer with 
never an one of them ; they re now at laſt onely n1med in the 
end of the Chapter , and follow in the Chapters now to come. 
The firſt whereof they take from the example of others , the ſe- 
cond fromthe danger of not doing what they defire , the third is 
from the covenant. The two firſt we have inthe next Chapter , 
the laſt in Chapter ten. To which I come in their order, 
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Of the Pattern, 


Þ foray their diſorderly proceedings ſtill like themſelves , 
as inthe former Chapter they intituled it, of 'three Mo- 
tives,and yet medled with never a one, ſo this Chapter they give 
thetitle 6t one motive onely, namely of rhe Parrerne, and yet 
handletwo ; the Pattern for doing and the danger of not doing what 
they Would have done. 'Firlt then of the Pattern, Wherein 1, They 
tell us,that all the reformed Churches have done #t. 2. They preſs 
ws with the example of the Scots. To the firſtwe anſwer, That their 
Allegation is not true, bnt they name ſome Churches thas have 
done it, yet many more might be named which have not done it. 
2, For the Scots, we are neither bound to follow their examples, 
nor any other furtherthen they have done well, nor ſo far, if 
weſhall notdo-well alſo infollowing , for it will not always hoſd 
that whatis or harh been done well by ſome in ſome places , can 
be done well by all others in other . Ihaveno mind to cen- 
farce other menand cheir aRions, du will ratherproceed totheir 
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next motive, Onely 1 muſt touch one thing in a word which 
here they ſay, namely, 7 A” ſeem to hope fer the bringing back of 
the King , which through the infinite mercy of God (bleſſed be 
his n.me for it for ever) weſeenoweff: ed , if they deſired 
the Kings return before, or be glad of it now,jtis done, letthem 
expreſs ſo much in ſuffering him co be a King now heisreturned , 
and not force or appoint him, how to govern that Church, which 
God *s to a nurſing father hath comnutted to his charge. And 
ſoI come tothe ſecond motive, the danger of net duing what they 
demand tobe done, Which danger they propound to be looked 
upon ina twofold reſpeR, a Priori, and 4 Poſterior, from what is 
paſt, and what is like to enſue. The former they ſay isto be 
looked _ inway of prophecy, or in a way of performance. Con- 

cerning the {ormer they tell us Hew the ſervants of God have pro- 

pheſied of the increaſe of Popery, andthe ſuffering of true Religion, 

by many r.volting in times of trjal. Now the ground ofall this, if 
you will believe chem, is the Commen prayer, and the Biſhops,one up- 

holding the «ther ; which later clauſe I have already refured where 
they tirſt mention it in their Preface, whether I refer the Reader, 
and for the former part faining the Biſhops and book to be 
ground of the increaſe of os who ſees not the quite con- 
rrary , that rather rebels and ſchiſmaricks have doneit, Popery 
having got more ſtrength, and our Church more ſhame and ſlan- 
der in theſe late times they ho ve born the ſway, then all the time 
ſince the reformation before ? So that asit was a godly Prayer 
ſet forth to be uſed upon the fifth of November by AR of Parlia- 
ment to beuſed, that upon that horrible tre: ſon of the P-piſts, 
through the goodneſs 0f God ſo happily diſcovered, God would 
ſtrengthen the h+nds of our grzcious King, the Nobles and Ma- 
giſtrates of the Land, with judgement and juſtice to; cut off 
thoſe workers of iniquity; ſo we have as much cauſe to pray a- 
v1inſt theſe deteſtable SeRs and murderers of King and all Subjects 
which moſt ſtrangely oppoſed their damnable and deviliſh pro- 
ceedings; the cauſe of all which doings whether it were the Bi- 
ſhop and book , as theſe men would have it, or the rebellious 
minds of the enemies thereto, it is needleſsnow to ſay; and whe- 
ther the chief want of a through reformation be nor ſuffering ſuch 
ſpirits,rather then ſuffering the Biſhops and the book to remain 

ſc late times have ſhewed, wherein the two later 'books 
Biſhops have been all the while in a cotal Ecclipſe, and the former 
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ck and Schiſmaticks ſhining in full and nnlimited power and 


e. 

Next for future dangers they alledge Z ons plea again, againſt 
which we mult alſo again oppoſe the anſwer therero. 

In the reſt of this Chapter after much vain andidle railing ac- 
cording to their cuſtome , they came to p:rticulir dangers to 
thoſe to whom they write their book , if they obey them in an 
extirpation of the true pretended enemies; wherein they bring 
no new arguments, but uſe a flouriſhing exhortation to per- 
form the work they would have done, all which exhortation be- 
ing grounded onely upon the ſuppoſed unliwfulneſs of the book, 
proved as they think, by their andeniable arguments, as they call 
them , all thoſe arguments having been Aificiently anſwered , 
- and ſonoproof of any unlawtulneſs in the uſe of the book re- 
maining good , this brave exhortation falls of it ſelf, fo that the 
third Motive onely 1s left. 
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TWHSAKL. 3 
Of the Covenant. 


Oncerning the Covenant in general we need ſay but this. 

1. As they moved men to break the Ouh of Allegiance, 

and Canonical obedience, by ſaying (though moſt wickedly and 

falſely) That they were unlawful Oaths, and ſo better brok; n thin 

kept, that may we truely ſay to them concerning the Covenant , 

and fo their mouthes ought to be ſtopped ; and- for the unlaw- 

fulnefs of that ſo unjuſtly and tyrannically impoſed Covenant , 

thar ic was utterly unlawful, may eaſily and clearly appear in theſe 
two reſpects, 

1. In that it was abſolutely forbid by our Dread Soveraign 
Lord the King then being. 

2, By the matter of it in it ſelf. 

Fer the firſt,it is a truth without any queſtion or diſpute, that 
it is ſimply unlawful for any ſubjeRs though never ſo many and 
powerful to make any ſolemn League or Covenant concerning 
any innovation or alteration in government to be made by them 
withoutthe Kings conſent, much more then when his Majeſty 

bach. not onely given n0. conſent , but allo declared abſolurel 
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apainſt it, and peremptorily forbidden ir, as we all know the King 
<d, while the Covenanc was in hand. 

Secondly, for the matter of ir, if any one particular init were 
ſimply unlawful, the Covenant is thereby anlawful, 

Now the extirpation of the Church-goverament by Archbi- 
ſhops and Biſhops in our Kingdom , where the Goſpel h:th fo 
longand ſoabundntly flouriſhed under ir, the Kingdom with ix, 
and by it, which Government alſo hath been even inthe Church 
of Chriit ſince che Primitive times, and is moſt agreeable to the 
word of God , theextirpation I ſay of this Government,"nd che 
ruine of all che officers « wear without any juſt cauſe or ground, 
bur upon diſtzit taken againſt ſome of them, which way itc:n be 
lawful,is not in imagination pollible, Secondly,rhe Covenant be- 
ing one intire thing conſiſting of many branches , the principal 
point being wholly broken by the murther of the _ and the 
alterationand change of the fundimental Laws of the Reilm , 
the whole Covenint is broken, void, and annihilated in reſpe& 
of any tye upon thoſe which eicher took it voluntarily , or were 
by force or fer compelled to it. 

Laſtly, If this Covenant were never ſo punRually obſerved, yet 
might the Common pr:yer book ſtill continue ir; uſe amongſt us, 
there being nevera word in the Covenant _— the aboli- 
ſhing of ir. So for the Covenant in general this may ſuffice. 

Now to the porticulars which therein they inſiſt upon for the 
aboliſhing the book, wherein they divide the Covenant into 
three parts. 1. For the defence of Religion, the King and State. 
2. For oppoſing Popery and Popiſh innevations. 3. To maintain the 
peace of the thr:e K ingd-ms, of England, Scotland, and Ireland. 

Hence chey draw theſe rwo arguments. 1. If af Popery,&c- 
be to be oppoſed, then it follows that our Liturgy and ceremonies muſt 
be oppoſed , but the former 15 to be done; therefore the later, 

We deny the conſequence, becauſe no ſuperſtition or Popery 
hath been proved to be in our book and ceremonies, as by this 
anſwer conferred with the charge by them drawn is evident 
enough. 

Then for their new additional proof here, to make theſe 
things ſuperſtitious, Becanſe by Chriſt they are not commanded 
We anſwerif they mean expreſly, © tetrdem verbrs on 
by Chriſt ; they may as well except againſtour Churches, Gowns, 
Pulpits, reading-Deskes,#c. none of which Chriſt particularly 
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commanded to be uſed ; but we muſtte}{ chem alſo, that alchough 
none of theſe are parcicularly appointed by Chriſt tous, nor ge- 
nerally by Chriſt appointed to- che whole. Church throughout 
the world ; yet none of theſe being forbiddento any < hurch , 
and being by the authority of our Superiors commanded in our 
Church, they and all other ceremonies ſo commanded , and by 
Law eſtabliſhed amongſt us, are by Chriit conſequently and me- 
diately commanded by thoſe places which command us to be 
ſubje& co authority , and to do ll things without murmurings 
or diſputings; 75 Roz. 13.1. Phil, 2.14. with other places for- 
merly quoted. 

The ſecond argument 5, From orur mitial Oath betWween vs and 
phe Scots to maintain the peace of» the three Kingarmes, which the 
Scotch Commiſſioners are perſwaded cannot be maintainrd without 
wnity is the worſhip of Ged, and ſo conſequently (as theſe men would 

| bear usin hand) withonrt owr conformity to the Scots, But who ſees 
not, that it may as well be by their conformity to us? And they 

that are bound to endeayora unity and conformity among three, 

muſt needs ſee it more likely and more reaſon: ble to bring one to 

two, then two to one; butall this may now be very well ſpared, 

for the Scots have ſufficiently declared that they preſs not this 
Covenint as theſe men do , but will be in perie& love and peace 

with us,enjoying our Liturgy andGovernment with us eſtabliſhed, 

and themſelves enjoying their own ;, and fo to preſs the Cove- 

nant by any of them as to reach tous, they mike no better reaſon 

in them that ſhall do it. If therefore theſe men would be as rea- 
ſonable zs deſirous of peace and quiet as the Scots, we ſhould hear 

no more of this matter, Thus hzving done with the two argy- 
ments drawn from the Covenant,they bring two more , One from: 
Eraſmus,another fur Smeftymunus: The hiſt whereof, they ſay, 

tells us, That we are not cnely to aboliſh things evil in themſelves, but 

thi fe alſo that have any appearance of evil, for Which they needed no: 

, have made any uſe of human: authority , St. Paul faith enough in 
———_ that kind ; and fo that matier no man can deny, but this is nothing 
' to their purpoſe, to move 2gainſt our Book of Common Prayer 
or Epiſcopacy, no appearance of evil being in either of them to 

| men of judgement and underſtanding that way , but if every 

' particular weak ignorant man ſhall be admitted zs a judge of what 
15.g00d or evil either truely or in appearance, there will be no 
worſhip of Godatall allowed of , witneſs ſo many __ 
| milk 
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miſliking the Covenant, the DireRtory, and many other things 
which the great ArchiteQaries allow and highly approve of.onely 
all in general miſlike Government , order, decency, and whatſo- 
ever is not their own invention, and ſo concerning particulars are 
ready to fall together by the ears among themſelves , though all 
preſently ready to joyn againlt what they call the common enemy, 
char is, truth ic ſelf, Law, Monarchy and Epiſcopacy, the Defen- 
ders and m-intainers of it. 

Next for that of Smettymngs,we anſwer ina word,that removing 
of ſuch fa&tious ſpirits, and Incendiaries, would quickly ſettle a 
more happy pzace and uniformity in the Church, then ever the 
removing of the Common Prayer book can do. 

Laſtly, they come 1n this Chap:er to the Serplice , Tn which 
ro omit idle words, the argument they uſe as 11inſt the Swrplice, 
1s this, 

If the Sarplice be mans device, and hath been an T1del in Gods 
worſhip, it muſt be ſo ſtill ; but our Surplices are of ſuch , therefore 
they are ido's ſtill, 

1o this firit, we deny the conſequence, for there is no necefli- 
ty that any thing th:t hach been abuſed once mutt be ſo abuſed al- 
ways,or elſe deſcroyed , the abuſe may be tiken away, and the 
thing continued in its being frill, and a lawful uſe mide ofit, A 
very Crucihx, or any Saints piture worſhipped by Papiſcs . taken 
into our houſes, and Kept onely as an ornament or picture ro deck 
a room, isno tonger an Idol. Our Churches we e all in time of 
Popery abuſed to groſs Idolatry, bur are, bleſſed be God, neither 
demoliſhed, nor ſo abuſed now, The: Surplice alſo was ſo abuſed 
among the P-p.f:s once in this very Land, but is not ſo now, be- 
ing not uſed as anyinvention of man neceſſirily to be added to 
make Gods worſhipand ſervice to be compleat and perfeRer then 
it could be without it, but 1s onely uſed as an ornament indifferent 
init ſelf, and onely neceſſiry, where and when it is comminded 
inreſpe& of the command onely, an4 not of any thing init ſelf; 
and were it by authority forbidden, as it is commanded, it were 
the fame fin thento uſe it , that now itis not to uſe ir, Then for 
the Minor, I anſwer ag1in thatis falſe; alſo our particulzr and 1n- 
dividual Surplices which we now wear,never were Idols, nor ever 
can be, if uſed no otherwiſe then we are commanded to uſe 
them , and for the riſe and original of the Surplices, we anſxer , 
that we retain them not as rcliques. of Popery or ſuperſcition, 
net 
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neither take we them up from the Papiſts, but from the ancient 
uſe of them in the true Churchof Chriſt, which uſed them be- 
fore = they were idolized by Papiſts, or railed upon by Schiſ- 
maticks, 


CHAP. XI. 
Entituled, The Objetions. 


Ere they tell us, They will remove ſome Objeftions, Wherein 

they will ſhew them to be of no great weight, and there ſay, 
they will uſe but fe\v words. And I believe bk that ſuch Ob- 
ions or Arguments as they will bring forth for themſelves to 
anſwer, ſhall have no great weight inthem, leſt they ſhould rake 
upon them ſach a burden, asthey are neither able to bear, nor to 
caſt down ag'in handſomely, atter they have once taken it up. 
Briefly therefore running over the Arguments here brought, 
and their anſwers tothem, I ſhall at laſt uſe ſome Arguments 
my ſelf, for the continuance of our Liturgy among us, as well 
as they have done for the aboliſhing of ir , bur firſt ro their Ob- 
jections. 

The firſt, they bring from the antiquity of it, to which the 
tell us. Smettymnuus hath anſwered, whom I never ſaw, and fo 
know not what his anſwer is, and ſo can ſay nothing to him. 
But where: s they anſwer here , That antiquity without truth us 
»:thing : 1 grant that, bur tell them with], this is nothing to 
their purpoſe ; beczuſe, what is moſt ancient, muſt be ſuppoſed 
moſt true till the contrary be proved : Theretore their anſwer 
co the antiquity of this Book, is nothing againſt it, till chey have 
proved the unlawfulneſs of it a little berter then yer they have 
done. 

Secondly, They ſ.y, 11any good men have liked it: To which 
they anſwer, That their approbarimm ts not ſufficient, To this I 
rejoyn, nor is their miſhiking and railing atit, enough to con- 
demn it : For though they brag of more light then our torefothers 
(this new light is the common argument in theſe days tor all 
things done againſt the old light of Gods Word) yet all their 
[ht hath not ſhewed them how to frame ſuch a Liturgy j we 
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have received from our forefathers , and till they have made g 
better, they might he content with this. 

Thirdly, They fay Or Bock hath many goed things init ,, but 
anſwer, $o hath the Alcoran and the Talmud. But we reply, thar 
thoſe Books, if they have ſome good things in them, which they 
are pleaſed to call many, yet they are nor many in reſpe& of the 
evil with which they : bound, bnt our Book :bounds with good, 
if not free from ſome defaults: The denomination then being to 
be taken from the greater parr, our Book, and ſo the Apochry- 
pha, which here they alſo gird ar, are tobe called good, and & 
other two evil. 

Fourthly, Jt zs better to amend then to caſhiere. To this firſt, 
T hey ſuppoſe ap impoſſibility of amendiag. Secondly , They fay, 
It ts contrary toGods courſe, who commands the Altars to be throWvn 
down, -c Tothis we ſiy, It is a vain and groundlefs ſuppoſition 
that every thing amiſs in our Liturgy, might not cafily be amend- 
ed. Neither is it to be doubted, bur that they whom it concerns 
would fooneramend what is diftaſtful ro any quiet and moderate 
men, it the violent oppoſition of troubleſome and factious ſpirits 
not hinder it, by the unreaſonableneſs of their demands; whom 
when nothing in that kinde done can Cirisfie, ir is to no purpoſe 
in reſpe&ot them, to do any thing, | 

To che ſecond weanſwer; concerning Gods command to cyt 
down the Altars, burn the Groves, &c. the caſe is very far dif- 
ferent from ours here : Thoſe Groves and Altars were dire&ly 
ag1inſt the expreſs command of God, for worſhipping onely in 
the place by himſelf choſen, namely the Temple at Zernſaler. 
And again, there is greatdifference between that Idolatrous wor- 
ſhip, and ſome detes and imperfections in the right worſhip 
of the true God, Laſtly, Ic is not Gods courſe always in cor- 
reQing abuſes, rather roaboliſh the thing, then to take away the 
abuſe , for we know our Saviour ſpeaking againſt the abuſes in 
Faſting, Prayer, and Alms, does not take them away, or forbid 
any of them, but ſhews how to amend theabuſes: And ro make 
their anſwer good here, they muſt plead againſt our Churches, 
as well as our Liturgy.

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To theſe we ſay again, The AR before the Book, isplain ; buc 
they tell us, The Broks we now uſe, have been altered ſince the Att, 
and ſo the At is nat for them. Tothis we anſwer, It there be any 
ſuch alterations in the Books, that by the ſiriftneſs of Law, or 
tricks of Lawyers, the A& cannot take ſuch hold of Non-con- 
formiſts, zs to make them liable to the penalties there appointed, 
vet in conſcience, whatſoever is not alcered in the Book, is by 
vertue of that Act obediently to be obſerved, 2nd yielded to the 
incention of the Law-giver, being as much or more to be rcgard- 
ed, thenthe Letter ot the Law. And again, thoſe alcerations 
being made : ccording to Law, that is, by a Commiſſion given 
forth by His Majeſty chen being, King Zames of Bieſled memory, 
under the Brozd Seal of England, to the Lord Archbiſhop ot 
Canterbury, and others, according to the form which che Laws 
of this Realm preſcribe to be uſed (as we ſee in His Majcſlies 
Proclamation before the Book of Common Prayer) 2ll are as 
much bound to @bſerve the Book ſo altered, as if no alteration at 
all had been made inir. 

Tothe ſecond anſwer we ſay, That the ſuppoſition there made 
of the evilneſs of the Book , hath been by my anſwer ſo taken 
away, that the ground 0! this anſwer fails. 

And fo I have at-laſt done with their Five #ndeniable Argy- 
ments, as they call them, and their three Motives for the tzking 
off our Common Book, and the Aniwers to the Obje&tions which 
they were pleaſed to bring againſt themſelves. There rem:.ins 
now onely to take a view of their opinion concerning *ny Litur- 
gy at all, or any ſet form of Prayer , for if theſe two be unl-w. 
tul, it is a ſufficient Argument againſt the Common Prayer 
Book, 

In delivering their opinion herein, they ſay, They will anſwer 
theſe two queſtions, Firſt, whether they do allow of any ſer Prayers 
in a more private way ? Secondly, Whether of any ſet Liturgy ? 
To which two —_ they might very well have ſpared 
their pains in anſwering, we not much wy for their opinions 
herein, yet ſeeing they would thus expreſs themſelves, we will 
ſee what they ſay, and deliver our mindes thereto. 

Firſt, They ſay, They allow the igntrant oncly ſet forms of Prayer 
in private: To which, if by theſe ſet forms they mean ſet pray- 
ers made by others, we are willing with them to allow them one. 
ly to ſach as cannot make better themſelves ; bur in general ”

d, and moſt carefully ro be done, eqn. es obſerve 
that of the wiſeſt of men, Eccleſ.s.

For the ſecond. A ſor Lirargy they ſay they allow in general , 
but come to the particular uſe of any p:racular Liturgy, | flee 
off again, and will have their ſet Liturgy, onely a pattern for a 
Litwrgy, made it ſeems ex tempore every time , becauſe the words 
they tell us, muſt follow the affettions , and not the affeftions the 
Words. 

In this they do but dally with us, m3king our Liturgy no Litur- 
gy, and turn publick Prayers into private , every one by this 
means, as their affetions are different, ſo praying differently , 
whereas in publick Prayers all muſt pray at the fame time. c 
ſame prayer, or lſe there is not one common and joynt prayer 
of :ll, but ſeveral prayers as ſeveral perſons. ' And for their Ar. 
gument, that the words ſhould follow the affetions ; that may as 
well be in a ſetprayer, zs in an ex tempore one : For the heart 
does firſt conceive the prayer, and then hems words to expreſs 
itby. Now ſuch por being made, and read, and known to 
all, ſo that all have them by heart, they do thereunto firſt con- 
form their affe&ions, and przying with the Miniſter, their words 
inwardly conceived,if they ſpeak nor, or alſo outwardly uttered, 
if they ſpeak, do follov/ the :fcRions of their bearts. If th 
ſay this is not enough, but every mans private affetions ſhould 
be the rule or guide of his words and prayer ; Ianſwer then, that 
if there be never ſo many prayirg atthe ſame time, in the ame 
place, they differing in cheir :ffeHons, and fo in theit inward or 
outward words, v4z. their ſeyer«| forms of prayer, there are but 
ſo many ſeveral private prayers made , and not one joyn: publick 
prayer by all. And there is no more efficacyin the prayers of them 
in & Church, then in ſo many particular prayers elfwhere : For 
theſe want the condition by our Saviour expounded , 
Matth 18.19. and fo cannot claim the promiſe there made,

Arguments for our Common Þ rayer Book, 
H Aving hitherto anſwered what hath been ſaid againſt our 


Licurgy, and now deſirous to ſay ſomewhat more for it , 
{ hive thoughr it beſt briefly ro draw ſome Arguments for ir 
from the ſ.me beds, whence the Unmaskers have fetched all the 
matter they have brought agijaſt it, namely,from the name of it, 
the original of it ; the matter contained in it ; the' manner of 
ulingit, and the eZ of ituponour whole Land. By alt which 
I hope, they whom it may concern, will correting what they ſee 
_— not totally deſtroy, but continue our Liturgy, and Church 
Government. 

Eirſt then] will begin with the nome; not the ignominious name 
of Maſs which they would, caſt upon it, butthe name which: ic 
owns, and we.all call it by ; And thar's the mane of 7he Commun 
Prayer Book, , a name challengingall liking and acceptation, con- 
fidering the excellency and efficacy.of the common and publick 
prayers of all, above the particulir and private prayers of any 
ene, how holy or pious ſoever be be. ' If Chriſt promiſe; .a we 
Kngw he does, Math. 18. 19,20, Thet where two or three be gas 
thered together, &c. how much. more will he be preſenc wich a 
whole congregation, or a whole Land publickly with the fame 
deſires, words, and affeRtions, calling bim, aodpraiſing his 
name? Jf then the nick-name of a Mals, odiouſly by our enemies 
caſt upon gur Liturgy, make it ſeem to fomediſtaſtetul; yer lerirs 
own proper game fuly belonging to it, cauſe us in that reſpe&, 
that it is a Book of Common Prayer for us al, cruſe nsin that 
reſpe& ro love and eſteem it, anda defire the continued uſe of it 
among us, JETT 

Secondly for the original, This Book had its firſt riſe and oriygj- 
nal from the ancient fathers of the Church in the Primanve times, 
long before Popery was known rings of, andits immediate 
original here, asit is now with us, from the very beginning of chat 
bleſſed Reformation, which we ſtill by che mercy of God enjoy, 
and-except the interruption of ſome few years in the days of 
7 "23 Queen - 
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en Mary, andinthe late rebellions and diſtrations amongſt 
ko have Gall, bleſſed be God, retained and flouriſhed under ic. 
Out of -chereſpe& then to our bleſſed Anceſtors of former times 
and our Predeceſſors here, that firſt eſtabliſhed rhis Book, ind 
for the happy continuance of it, from the very beginning and firſt 
ſetling of the erue Proteſtant Religion in England, lerus love 
this Book, and with thankfulnefs for it, diligently uſe and conſtants 
lyret:in it, 

: Thirdly for the muarrey of it, that ought to be a more previ 
lent argument for it then borh the former ; for had it never ſo 
good a nime, if char name were diflonant from its nature, | could 
nor urge it ; or hadic never ſo good a _— in the reſpeRs 
forementioned, yet were the matrer of it nought, the good et- 
ficient cauſe would not ſufficiently mike amends for the evil tha. 
terial cauſe; but if that be as or more excellentrhen the other, 
ſure then may it well move us goregard it, What chen is che 
matter of this Book? wholly prayers made onely to God himfeff, 
through the mediation of no Saints, or Angels, but onely through 
Jeſus Chriſt, whom Gotappoinred the ſole and abſoluce Media» 
cor between him and us. 

Secondly, We have the Word of God readin itto inftrut and 
teach us inthe knowledge and ſervice of God, which he is plea« 
ſed ro impart to us, and require of us. 

Thirdly, Songs and Hymnes of praiſe andthanks to God, ei. 
ther Divine and Canonical parts of the Scripture it ſelf, or made 
by holy men, altogerher conſonant rothe Word of God in he 
Scripture. 

Fourthly, Confeſſions of Faith, briefly compriſing the main, 
chief, and principal points which a Chriſtian is bound to believe, 
and to profeſs to ſalyation. 

This is generally the matrer of our Common Prayer Book , 
which matreris ſo, and in ſuch order and manner ſet down, a 
ſo diſpoſed of, and every thing in the Book appointed to be uſed 
in ſuch admirable manner and order, that from thence, we have 
another ſtrong argument for the maintenance and retaining of 
the Book. 

Fourrhly, Therefore I come to the excellent manner and order 
of uſing this book, and aſed in this book ; concerning w hich-I 
muſt cake a brief view of the order appointed , and fodeliver” it

G2 Firſt, 
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- Firft, whetiwe are come into'the houſe of God for his publike 
worſhipand ſervice , how can we better begin. this ſacred work, 
then with-fome words out of the Word of God bimſelf? This is 
without controverſie; but with what words we ſhould begin, or 
what piece of Gods word is fitteſt ro be the firſt word that 
ſhonld be ſpoken in his houſe, is perhaps more difficult to be ab-- 
ſolutely determined, that therefore is not abſolutely appointed , 
and to all enjoyned, but in this kind ſome liberty left to the Mini. 
ſters diſcretion at every particular time and occaſion. If any man 
think it moſt fit to begin with ſome ſhorr prayer he may, to this 
end we have theſe ſentences, Tarn thy face away from our ſins, 
Lord, and corrett. us, O Lord, and yet in thy judgement, &c. If it 
be thought more fit ro move the people a little to humility in re- 
ipect of their fins, that they more earneſtly mind this ſacred duty 
y are met about, we have to that purpoſe , Rent your hearts: 
and-mt your garments,&c. If we ſay that we;have no fin, we deceive 
our ſelves,&c.I will goto my father and ſay,&c.\f thirdly ſome think, 
It more need{ful firſt to propound comfort and conſolation, that 
the people,may with the more fzith call upon God , and ſerve him 
with the more hearc and fpirit,we have to that end, At what time 
feever a ſinner doth repent, &c. So that orfjaning the ſervice of God 
with the word of Godin the houſe of God , we have ſeveral ſen-- 
tences for ſeveral times and ſeveral occaſions to be uſed,as is moſt 
convenient at any time, Then follows molt fitly a brief, but grave 
and ſerious exhortationto put the people in mind of, and ſtir them 
co that duty which: they are come together about, After which 
immediately they rake a moſt excellent, ſhortand pithy conteſli- 
on of their ſins, humbly kneeling: upon-their knees, Afrer confeſ- 
flon we know follows abſolution, according to that of S/omon, 
Prov. 28. 13. and of David. So then proceedsour Liturgy to a 
Declaration of Gods pardoning the penitent, by which we are 
all the more heartned and encouraged with faith to pray ro God 
for all things neceſſary to ſoul or body, we do this thereforepre- 
ſencly in that form of Prayer which our Saviour himſelf taught us, 
Having thus- faithfully prayed, and not doubting butwhat we 
have faithfully asked,ſhall effe&ually be obtained;we are bound in. 
the next place,as reaſon as well as-Religion willteach us, to praiſe 
God for this his mercy toward us;_ which we being not ableto do. 
withourGodsaſliſtance, wedo firſt deſire him to open aur 5ps that 
eur month may ſhew forth his praiſe, and through our earneſt gone ;

a hafe to Log in this kind, and then with a ſhort red

Eirſ, we have one ſet Pſalm every day, being a Pſalm of ſpeci. 
all note to ſtir = this -boly duty; and then _— ſeveral 
Pſalmsin ſuch order, that the whole Pfalter is read through once 
every moneth. Having thusfar proceeded in this-excellent mans 
ner and-order, we muſt not yer leave thus, but becauſe he that 
coes not forward in Religion d:ily, will quickly go backward , 
we muſt endeavor daily to increaſe in the knowledge of God, 
which will be by reading and hearing the word of God, and thar 
chiefly inthe houſe of God, theretore in the next place we have 
two Leſſons read to us,one out of the old Teſtament, another our 
of the new, and between thoſe Leſſons, and after them, excel- 
lent Hymns of praiſe and thankſgiving to God, in ſending our 
Saviour eſpecially, and alſo for all his mercies and favours, fpiri- 
tual or temporal to our ſouls or bodyes , let any man of reaſon 
and judgement now ſay if our book do not orderly lead us all this 
way ; yethere I confeſs is not enough, 7s we do diligently and 
daily learn ſomewhat out of the Word of God, in the houſe of 
God, ſo it is moſt fir weſhould there alſo ſhew what we have 
learned, and make ſome profeſlion and contefiion ; next there- 
fore moſt ficly follows a folemn and publike conteſſion of our 
Chriſtian faich, compriſed in the Creed, which we areall tofay 
with the Miniſter, and that ſtanding , which: geſture is moſt con- 
venientin theſe two reſpe&ts. 

Firſt,to declare our readineſs and willingneſs to make that con- 
feſlion, and that we do all joynin ir, which if we ſar ſtill could 
not ſo calilybe perceived, ir being ancaſie thing co-obſerve who 
ſand and who fit, bur hard. ro ſee whoſpeaks, and who do- 
nor, 

Secondly to teſtifie by this geſture of ſtanding up,: that this 
f:ith weare not afraid or aſhamed publikely co ſtand co, burthar 
this we are ready to- maintain and defend againſt all oppoſition 
whatſoever, asthatf:ich we wilt ive and dye 1n. . 

Laſtly after all chis chus devourly, decently, and reverently per- 
formed; how can we better conclude this holy work then wits 
prayer alrogether unto God, to confirm, ſertle, ſtrengrhen,, and 
Ftabliſh usin that holy Faith which we do profeſs, and have.now 


made. 
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brief praying tor Gods mercyin gener, we;bepin againFarſt wich 
oo er, the moſt abſolute and Rs ._—_ for all 
our prayers. Then after fome few ſhort ejaculations of the Mini- 
ſter and the people anſwering, which is an eſpecial means to rouſe 
and ſtir up the dull affections of the people, ftibjeR to be weary and 
fainc in holy duties, we proceed to the ſet and ſolemn prayers en- 
ſuing, The firſt of which is yariedevery day almoſt, and upon 
the moſt ſolemn and great days fitted ro the day , as the preſent 
occaſion requires ; and ſo onevery particular holy day. The other 
prayers for peace, grace, encreaſe of knowledge, and proteQtion 
againſt perills and: dangers, and fo the prayers tor the King,>c. 
being moſt neceſſary atall times, are every day to be uſed, and af- 
ter all,the blefling pronounced to al). 

Thus 1 have briefly rouched upon -_ ſee, onr excellent way 
and manner of ſerving God according to our Common Prayer 
book ?ppointed daily. Ir would be no difficult matter ro run 
through all the other matters in that book, as the adminiſtration 
of the Sacraments, folemnization of Matrimony with all the other 
Rites and Ceremonies; I defiring brevity, this may ſuffice for this 
my fourth argument for the Liturgy , the excellent order and 
manner of uſing ir. 

I come now tothe fifth and laſt argument for it, the bleſſed and 
happy effeRs of this our worſhippingand ſerving God in this ſort 
from the beginning of the Reign of that never enough pri.iſed 
and admired Queen Elizabeth of bleſſed and eternal memory, 
How wonderfully did the Lord bleſsand preſerve ber with a long, 
happy, and proſperous Raign that did eſtabliſh aod ſertlethis L1- 
turgy in her Kingdoms? How did the whole N:tion flouriſh in 

ery, peace, and proſperity ander her Government? ever ſince 

Raign begin, during the cime of it, and fince the end of ir, 

no Nation in the Chriſtian world bath received more, and more 

tair-culous merciesand favors from Gods hand then our Nation. 

We have abounded in honor, glory, and eſtimation Gently als 
cr 


creaſed abundan.ly in wealth, learning and knowledge athome,) 
We haye b.das excellent and powerfill preaching and as frequient; 
as learned and ptous books written +$-any place in the warld.” We' 
have had ſuch uniformury ind decency inthe worſhip and ſervice 
of God, as no Chucch ia hriſtendom more; till of kte diyes, 
wherein this book, nd our Biſhops and Church Government by 
them have been cryed down, and thruſt by force and violence a- 
S2inſt all reaſon, conſcience, and Laws of God and man out of 
their places; and our Church, during which time of their exi'e, 
whart treaſons, rebellions, murder, and all horrible ats of pro- 
phanneſs, and zbominable impiety have abounded in the Land no 
rongue can expreſs, What ſtrange Sets have riſen? how hath 
Popery increaſed? how inſolency and ignorance, under pretence 
of new light hath overſpread a great part of the Land; woful 
experience hath ſhewed more then I am able to expres. Theſe 
effes may juſtly be imputed to the want of Biſhops , and a Ser 
form of divine worſhip amongſtus, for immediately upon the 
abolition of them they began to grow, and en: ſed all the time 
of their much 1mented abſence, and now through the great mer- 
cy of God, ſince the reſtoring of chem , they are much abated and 
decayed daily; and by the continu1nce of them now 2gain a- 
monglt us,in ſome reaſonable time, if withour interruption or di- 
ſturb ince,ic pleaſe the Lord of his infinit goodneſs ro continue this 
bleſſing ro us, we ddubt nor by the gr i c< of God the filling down,
